HiGHLAKD  LioiiT,  Ma33.,  M:irc!)  22.  steamer 
Aguan,  consignei"  to  tlio  Boston  Fruit  Comnauy, 
fiom  Jamaica  tor  Boston  witU  a  cargo  oi  bananas' 
blew  off  liei-  luteraicdlate  cylinder  top  when  off 
the  Hii'lilamls,  Cape  Cod,  at  2.3U  this  aftm-noon. 
The  mate  ol  the  8hiD,  with  three  meu,  started  to 
land  lu  their  boat  to  telegraph  for  a  lug.  Quite  a 
heavy  surf  was  rolling  across  the  bar.s,  and  in  an 
Uistant  the  boat  was  thrown  bottom  up  and  the 
men  were  etruggllng  for  their  lives  lu  the  ley 
water.  They  had  been  observed  by  the  crew  of 
the  Highland  llfe-savlnj;  station,  the  lighthouse 
keepers  and  marine  reporter  at  the  Highlands. 
It  was  only  by  prompt,  united  and  brave  efforts  of 
the  rescuers  that  any  of  the  boat's  crew  were 
saved.  They  were  all  pulled  from  the  surf  In  a 
somewhat  exliausted  condition,  taken  to  the  life 
saving  station  and  lighthouse  and  kindly  cared 
for.  Two  minutes  more  in  the  surt  would  have 
cost  the  mate  his  life.  The  steamer  had  previous- 
ly slunalod  for  a  tusr,  and  her  signals  had  been 
understood  by  tlie  marine  reporter  and  assistance 
sent  tor,  but  as  the  station  is  unprovided  with  a 
code  of  sij:nals.  no  answer  could  be  made  to  the 
slilB  that  her  flass  were  understood.  Surf  men 
Hatch,  Paine  and  Kelly  and  Lightkeep,-r  Dyer  do- 
serve  praise  for  plunging  Into  tho  surt  to  save  the 
sailors.  Tuc  William  BpragUfi  was  promptly  sent 
fromBos:ontotowthe  disabled  steamer  to  port 
The  Highland  life  saving  crew  carried  tho  men 
back  to  the  stconicr.  On  their  return  the  life 
saving  boat  was  capsized  lu  the  surf,  but  the  crew 
escaped  with  onl^  &  thorough  wetting.
